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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Mr. James 
Collins gave the Office authorization to amend claims 33, 38, and 42: 1) to positively recite that each one of the first 
detector and the second detector "detects" fluorescence intensities and scattered light intensities; 2) to positively recite 
that the analyzing portion device is configured to "differentiate blood cells...", "count differentiated blood cells", and 
"differentially detect agglutination degree of the fluorescent carrier particles"; and 3) to recite that the fluorescence 
carrier particles detected and measured are those that "reacted to the target substance, in an Examiners' Amendment. 
Mr. Collins also requested to cancel claim 43 and to add claim 45 to correct antecedent basis problem in the claim 
language in the Examiner's Amendment.
